I,  John  Ashman,  of  Oxford  Street,  London,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature 
of  the  said  Invention  for  “  Improvements  in  Artificial  Legs  and  Arms,”  to  be 
5  as  follows : — 

This  Invention  consists,  firstly,  of  constructing  artificial  limbs  wholly  or  in 
part  of  a  new  material,  viz.,  of  cloth  or  other  textile  fabric,  cemented  by  glue 
or  other  adhesive  substance ;  2dly,  of  covering  certain  portions  of  such  limbs 
with  animal  skin,  to  give  to  such  parts  the  appearance  of  the  natural  skin  ; 
IQ  3dly,  of  certain  arrangements  for  actuating  the  joints  of  artificial  limbs, 
whereby  they  have  given  to  them  increased  elasticity.
